REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


We  have  had  no  special  cases  of  contagious  diseases 
entailing  expenses  upon  the  town  during  the  past  year, - 
the  only  amount  directly  expended  being  $3.10  for  dis- 
infectants, and  the  additional  pay  for  services  rendered 
as  reported  elsewhere ;-theref ore  we  have  here  no  need 
of  extending  any  financial  statement. 

From  a  sanitary  point,  Tuberculosis  and  Diphtheria 
were  the  only  prevalent  diseases  that  have  directly 
demanded  the  close  attention  of  the  local  board  of 
health;  one  case  of  the  former  and  two  of  the  latter 
proving  fatal. 

Diphtheria  existed  in  a  family  where  were  several 
children,  others  having  the  contagion,  but  well  re- 
covered. 

Household  surroundings  in  both  the  two  above- 
named  diseases,  apparently  excellent  and  all  right. 

School-house  connections  in  this  one  locality  ex- 
amined and  improvements  made,  as  probably  might  be 
advantageously  done  in  other  places;  we  call  attention 
to  this  subject  for  future  action  if  found  necessary. 

Quarantine  and  disinfection  employed  as  requisite, 
and  this  year,  as  heretofore,  no  disease  has  spread  be- 
yond the  place  where  it  began. 

Local  duties  in  other  matters  have  been  duly  com- 
plied with,  agreeable  to  the  law  and  in  the  interest  of 
the  public  health.

SCHOOL   REPORT. 


Our  schools,  with  two  or  three  exceptions,  have  been 
in  session  thirty  weeks.  This  has  been  true  of  the 
school  at  the  Square,  Hunkins,  Meadow,  Gaza,  Chapel, 
and  North  Sanbornton.  Owing  to  previous  engagement 
of  teachers,  the  school  at  Calef  Hill  had  only  twenty- 
eight  weeks.  The  fall  and  winter  term  of  schooling  at 
the  Bay  was  cut  short  by  sickness  and  death;  such  was 
the  sorrow  brought  to  the  community  by  that  dread 
disease-Diphtheria-that  there  was  no  heart  to  resume 
the  work  of  the  term;  the  school  was  in  session  twenty- 
two  weeks  for  the  year.  New  State  had  but  one  term; 
the  pupils,  however,  had  thirty  weeks  of  schooling, 
having  been  sent  to  Hill  for  the  spring  and  summer 
term. 

Teachers  have  been  employed  as  follows:  Rose  F. 
Peters  at  Calef  Hill,  first  term,  Florence  Shaw,  second; 
M.  Pearl  Colby  at  the  Square  both  terms;  Elizabeth  W. 
Chesley,  Hunkins,  first  term,  Ethel  Ward,  second; 
Alice  W.  Eeavitt,  Meadow;  Grace  E.  Collins,  Bay; 
Jennie  M.  Tibbetts,  Gaza,  first  term.  Rev.  Irving  H. 
Gray,  Mary  N.  Redding,  Ethel  Ward,  second;  Grace 
M.  Harris,  Chapel;  Katie  Thompson,  fall  and  winter 
term,  New  State;  Mary  N.  Redding,  North  Sanbornton. 
These  teachers  were  well  equipped  for  their  work,  hav- 
ing had  good  school  advantages  and  all  but  two,  quite 
a  large  experience  in  teaching.  Their  success  was 
general!}'  satisfactory.  A  higher  standard  of  order  in 
one  of  the  schools  at  least  would  have  given  better  re- 
sults. 

We  are  glad  for  the  interest  manifested  in  the  visita- 
tion of  our  schools.  It  is  well  that  parents  and  guar- 
dians look  in  upon  them;  for  the  primal  duty  in  the 
education  of  children  rests  with  iheni.       With  the   Jews 
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it  was  a  religious  duty  for  their  families  to  educate  their 
children,  and  so  strictly  has  it  been  performed  that  they 
are  the  most  universally  educated  people  in  the  world. 
The  duty  of  the  town  and  state  is  important,  but  more 
remote,  and  in  the  interest  of  good  citizenship.  The 
famil3^  town,  and  state,  heartily  co-operating  in  the  work 
of  education  will  give  the  best  possible  results. 

We  have  seventeen  pupils  in  secondary  schools,  as 
follows:  Franklin  High  School,  1;  lyaconia  High 
School,  4;  New  Hampton  Literary  Institution,  4;  Tilton 
Seminary,  8.
